REPORT ON TRIP TO YEMEN 
Hay 14-28, 1952 


In company with the Ambassador; Lt. Koons; 
Mr. Gentry, secretary to the Ambassador; and 
Mohammed Effendi, interpretor; I departed for Aden 
the morning of "ednesday, May 14, That evening I 
discussed the general status of the Yemen agreo- 
ment with Mr. Bilts, Vice Consul at Aden. At 
4:50 a.m., we set out for Tatizs in three jeeps 
and a trailer, Mr. Eilts joined our party, 


About ten hours later we had covered the 
approximately 120 miles to Tatizz, climbing fron 
sea level to a pass of around 6,000 feet and then 
Gown to Tatigz which lies in the valley about 
4,000 feet, It was worthwhile traveling this way, 
because it gave one the opportunity to observe the 
country and the people. 


The acres and acres of terraced fields in the 
neighborhood of Ta'isz were cultivated and seemed 
well cared for, The main crop seemed to be dhura, 
corn or maize, A great other vegetables were 
being grown, and fruit was in abundance, 


It was very evident that the practical non - 
existence of roads was the limiting factor in 
agricultural production, Ye were told that there 
were often surpluses which rotted or wasted because 
of the inabtlity to teanapert, the produae Yo 
centers of a ation or to export out of the 
country. export crops are primarily coffee

in both S'ana and Ta'izs are addicted to the Qa 
habit, and we were informed that a relatively high percentage 
of their earnings goes for the purchase of qat.) 


At Ta'tizs we had several conferences with the 
py 4 Finance Minister, Qadhi Mohammed Al Ami. We also met 

were entertained at luncheon by the Minister of Defense 
pr jerecaa of the peadaen of Hodeida, Prince Saif Al-Islam 
Mohammed Al-Bady - eldest son of the Imam, In our first con- 
ference with Al-Amri, much of the time was taken up in 
discussions of the General Point 4 Agreement. Ambassador Hare 
emphasised the fact that we stood ready to enter into a general 
agreement but were not pressing such agreement upon the Yemeni 
Government. Al-Amri responded that his Governwent desired to 
complete an agreement with the United States but that the 
situation in Yemen differed from the situation bn other Point 4 
countries and necessitated stipulations to fit the conditions 
of his country. The Ambassador expressed our understanding of 
the Yemen situation but tactfully pointed out that Point 4 
assistance could be offered only under certain principles 
and conditions which had been expressed in the legislation 
creating the technical cooperation assistance progran. 


Ambassador Hare has reported on these conferences, 
so I shall only add that we were at a1] times in agreement. 
"ith reference to the general agreement, it is my personal 
feeling that we have made all the compromises possible under 
the terms of the Mutual Security Act and in keeping with ay 
understanding of the underlying purposes of the Act. 


A draft of the general agreement has been left with 
the Yemeni Government, It ia my feeling that it should be 
accepted or rejected as written, but not be a subject for 
further discussion or for aoupromises, 


as realize that in my position as Country Director 
of TCA, negotiation of 4 general agreemont ia not within 
ay rete, comments in regard to the general agreement 
are, therefore, in the nature of an unofficial expression of 
opinion,

In subsequent conferences with Al-Amri, practical 
aspects of the operation of the technical assistance program 
were discussed on the assumtion that a general agreement 
might be completed. I pointed out that first we were 
primarily interested in giving the Yemeni Government technical 
assistance which would enable it to bring about an improvement 
in the standards of living of its people. This assistance 
would be fundamentally the assignment of U. 3. experts in 
such fields as our two Governments might agree were important 
in achieving the general objectives, I suggested that the 
Yemeni Government should take the initiative in indicating 
its needs and in assigning priorities to them, 


I also discussed with Al-Amri the organizational 
set up of a TCA country program and emphasized the need for 
close cooperation by the TOA country staff and the 
appropriate officials of the host Government. 


With regard to specific projects, our discugsion 
inoluded: 


(1) Improvement of transportation and of harbor 
facilities at Hodeida; 

(2) @ survey of the mineral resources of the 
country; 

(3) @ general financial and economic survey with 
attention given to customs, budget, currency, 
fiscal control, etc.; 

(4) agriculture, with special reference to 

improvement of the quality of the coffee crop 

and expansion of cotton production, the control 
of rainfall for improvement of irrigation 
expansion of vocational training in the tlela 
of agriculture, the control of plant diseases, 
and other matters relevant to the improvement 
of rigors ag oduction; 

public health, This is an area which was not 

discussed in detail, but we were informed that 

the Yemeni Government was interested in 
improvement of sani conditions and control 
of malaria and other diseases; 


(5) 


(6) education. Again the discussion of this point 
was brief, but Al-Amri stated that the Imam 
was interested in education, and particularly 
in providing for vocational training;

(7) Training. I emphasized that if a general 
agreement should be reached, we could render 
&@ very important assistance to the Yemeni 
Government by providing for specialised 
training in vocational fields, either in the 
United States or in Middle Fastern countries, 
I pointed out that the Government could 
nominate trainees for our approval and that 
it was essential for the Government to develop 
a pool of trained individuals to carry on the 
improvements initiated by TCA experts, I also 
expressed the hope that the Government would 
appoint in-service trainees to work with TCA 
experts in the field, Al-Amri stated that 
the Imam is very much interested in this aspect 
of the TCA program. 


I do not believe that Al-Amri was giving only lip 
service in regard to the desirability of the projects men~- 
tioned above. I must report, however, that his major interest 
seemed to be in transportation and more particularly in the 
development of the harbor at Hodeida, He raised the question 
of financing of the harbor project but was informed that 
financing of such projects was not provided for in TCA 
appropriations, We discussed then the possibilities of 
getting @ loan, It was suggested that TCA surveys might be 
helpful to his government in the negotiation of a loan, but 
no promises of help in securing such & loan were made, 


I brought to Al-Amri's attention the fact that I 
could not make reasonable and adequate requests for funds 
to carry out the projects which he had mentioned until a 
general agreement was signed, and that it was essential to 
prepare a budget for Yemen for a Yemen-TCA program prior 
to June 30, 1952, 


In my discussions with Al-Amri, it developed that 
the Yemeni Government through its representative in Washington 
has raised the question of technical assistance from the 
United Nations, It is my understanding that they are to 
receive technical assistance in the development of fisheries 
on the Red Sea and that they have had preliminary disoussions 
with regard to a general financial and economic survey in the 
country, I pointed out that it was important that we should 
be informed of al] agreements and negotiations with the UN 
since we did not wish to duplicate in any way the UN technical 
assistance programs,

We flew to Sa'na on May 21 where we were mot by 
Sayyid Achmed Ash-Shami, Secretary to the Foreign Mintater. 


In separate conferences at times with the Foreign 
Minister, Prince Saif Al-Islam Abdullah, and the Prime 
Minister and Governor of the Province of Sa'na, Prince Saif 
Alelelam AleHassan, Point 4 was discussed in considerable 
detail, In general, the story was the same - the Yemeni 
Government desired to have TCA assistance but because of the 
peculiar nature of the country needed an agreement tailored 
to its own needs and situation. 


It is my opinion that the people of Yuen are very 
much in need of the technical assistance which TCA is ina 
position to provide. I am not in a position to know, from 
the point of view of our foreign policy, to what extent it 
is desirable to attempt to provide technical assistance to 
the Yemen, I am not convineed that a technical assistance 
program for Yemen will be successful in achieving its 
objectives, My doubts are based upon the extreme conserva~- 
tism of the ruling cliques and their suspicion as to the 
motives of all foreigners in the country, 


Apparently even relatively minor decisions would 
have to be made by the Iman himself, and I can conceive that 
our technica) experts might be stymied for weeke, if not 
months, simply waiting for such decisions. 


Should a general agreement be signed with the Yemeni 
Government, very careful thought should be given to the proce~ 
dure for providing technical assistance, Living conditions in 
the country are such that it would be impossible for experts 
to bring wives and families, and that it would seem doubtful 
to me that experts could be recruited on two-year terms. 
Possibly experts from Saudi Arebia or other Middle Bastern 
countries could go into the Yemen for short periods of time, 
In any event the primitive character of the country and the 
nature of living conditions should be made very clear if the 
genera] agreement 10 signed, and a recruitment program is 


initiated,

Saudi Arabia is a land of the sharpest contrasts, 
On the one hand there exists the fabulous oil industry 
with an enormous capital investment representing over 
forty-five percent of Middle Zastern oil investment, 
Payments of Aramco to the SAG amownt to more than 
$126 ,000,000 a year and now make up over eighty.five 
percent of the Government's revenue, Saudi Arabian oil 
is vital to Burope's economic well-being, supplying as 
it does a large percentage of her petroleun requirements, 
Por thie and other reasons, Saudi Arabia's oi] production, 
proven reserves, pipeline and other costly installations 
represent one of the truly great strategic resources 
in this mrt of the world, 

On The other hand, there ie the (rabia which lives 
a semiefeudal life based on the cultivetion of erope on 
the widely scattered oases, the graging of canels, goats, 
and sheep, the moneys derived from the yearly pilgrimage, 
and custom receipts, Before the discovery of oil, Arabia's 
poverty and har hareh interiar reaches mde the country 
virtually immme to o]‘on ambitions, The Turks had 
maintained a desultory rule over the few cities and oases 
but the vast waste lands of sand,plateau barrens, and 
mountains comprising aost of the penineula were populeted 
by unruly semieindependent nomadic Bedouin tribes, 
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Agriculture and cultivation were left to the oasis and 
wadi dwellers who derived part or all of their livelihood 
from their date palms grovee and other crops, 

Life proceeded as it had in the past, Modern 
economic, governmental and other institutions made little 
headway, ‘Thus, when oil was discovered in the late 
thirties, the antiquated ways of doing things were 
hopelessly inadequate, ‘The Governmnt, patterned on 
the old tribal traditions of leadership, lacked the 
fiscal and administrative agenoies to handle the complex 
problens which arose as governmental income increased to 
unthought of amounts, The King continued in his position 
as paternal father; disciplining, cajoling, md 
distributing largess to his mbjects, Although modern 
named Ministries existed, few had my real power and 
their organization was incapable of dealing with the 
new prodlems and needs, Under these cireunstences, 
the new wealth did not man economic growth, Rather, 
it @isappeared among the King's favorites and tribal 
retainers as water in sand, The discipline and planning 
necessary to use the inoome productively were in little 
evidence, 

The problem is how to use thie wealth, or a part 
of it, productively, Arabia's neods are great, She 
lacks the basic tranoportation ad conmunioation facilities 
to bind hor separate regions together; hor people have no 
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modern schools in which to educate themselves; health md 
sanitary conditions are of the most elementary type; little 
has been done to uve profitably the suall water resources 
the lend holds; agriculture and grazing are retarded and 
fall far short of providing the populace with an adequate 
diet; her mineral wealth, if it exists, is largely still 
untouched in the mountains end pletems, ‘The income 
derived from oil and paid to the King's Ministers is 
greater than the rest of the national income from all 
othe sources, Unless it is used productively, there 
is no likelihood that the conditions cited above will 
change, 

The aim of the TCA Progran in Saudi Arabia is to 
aid the Government to begin channelling greater amounts 
of money into programs of lealth, education, agriculture, 
conmunications, public administration ond services, water 
use and the like, The Program is of modest porportions 
yet can have great effect in helping to build a healthier 
and more prosperous people, Saudi Arabia occupice a 
position of great strategic importamce, To fortify 
her against both internal subversion and external threats 
she must be strong and capable of confronting the future 
with strength, 

Ae the Program develops, it is intended that Saudi 
Arabia will bear an increasingly large percentage of ite 
cost, To date, the Government has shown willingness to 


moke fair contributions, If the objectives outlined 
Uoiefly above are achieved, the TCA Progran for Saudi 
Arabia will have fulfilled its purpose and with a 
comparatively small monetary outlay, Despite the fact 
that Saudi Arabia has great sums of money available 

for development, her position is of too great importance 
to risk ignording wr need for guidance at this time, 
TCA's aim is to help her in bridging the gap between 

a semi feudal kingdom and a modern nation, In this way, 
Saudi Arabia can grow into one of the healthy and strong 
nations of the region,

The Field Mission for Education will function under 
the General Agreement and a specific request of the SAG 
for technical assistance, Aid sought includes the conduct 
of a general educational survey, the organization of modern

Plans are underway to establish a commercial school 
at Jidda to provide basic business education, Currently, 
there is a great lack in Saudi Arabia of people qualified 
to work in mueiness offices, Hence, it is hoped that this 
school will fill thie need, 

The SAG has also manifested interest in the 
reorganization and modernigation of vocational schools, 
With the growth of the oil economy, and subsequent boom 
conditions in the Saudi Arabian cities, there is great 
lack of all types of mechanics, skilled workere and 
repairmen, The few vocutional schools exieting at this 
time are deficient as to org migation md equipment and 
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cannot be expected to meet Saudi Arabian needs, In all 
types of schooling, the young Saudi Arabian is placed at 
a disadvantage in comparison with youth coming better 
equipped from other countries, 

Few areas need greater effort than that of education 
at all levels, In the long run Saudi Arabia must depend 
on the schools to produce citizens trained for life in 
a modern estate, As her economy evolves, progress will 
be achieved in so far as an educated middle class is 
allowed to grow, Future political stability ie directly 
related to this growth and all that it implies in the 
way of ability to resist both intemal ad external 
threats, While the SAG interest in this area ie at 
present less than it might be, it is likely that 
through 20A sponsorship her educational system will 
gain in strength and vigor,

The Field Mission for Health and Sanitation in 
Saudi Arabia will advise and assist the SAG in exteming 
and expanding present health services and disease control 
operations, The Mission will seek to implement this 
aid in the following areas: (1) A campaign aimed at 
the reduetion in the incidence of such diseases as 
malaria, trachoma, and tuberculosis; (2) Interesting 
and aiding the Government in the planning and establishment 
of health centers, hospitals, and public health laboratories;

Saudi Arabian urban centers grow with the subsequently 
increased burden on the already inadequate services, 

The Government is interested in expanding and modernizing 
existing facilities but needs the best advice and direction 
obtainable to do so, 

Public health services are virtually non-existent 
in many areas, This need aight be remedied by the 
establishment of regional health centers and through 
the development of a program of rural sanitation simed 
at malaria control, the provision of sanitary water 
supplies, sewage disposal etc, 

In the field of maternal and child health, services 
are almost totally lacking, An objective of the progran 
will be to utilize modern demonstration methods in 
available hospitals and clinics to further the growth 
of such services, 

The establishment of training centers in one or 
more cities will be a prime objective of the Progran, 
Through this system, Saudi Arabia will in the future 
be able to meet more of her public tealth needs than 
she can at present, 





No program could have 4 more profound effect on 
Saudi Arabia than this one in public kealth, Without 
a healthy people, a modern economy cannot develop, 

TCA aid and assistance is therefore of paramount 
importance, Disease knows no boundaries, A people 
suffering from disease cannot build the inner strength

The Field Mission for Natural Resurces has been in 
operation in Saudi Arabia since December, 1950, as a 
result of a request by the SAG for aid in the development 
of their water resources, The Mission's functions are 
to study the geology of Western Arabia, map the area, 
locate potential wells, aid in drilling test md water 
wells, ond study the metallic md nonmetallic mineral 
resources of Arabia, The great interest of the SAG in 
this work is shown by the support they have supplied 
through furnishing not only office space and equipment, 
housing and furnishings, local transportation md 
necessary personnel, but also in substantial expenditures 
for machinery, rigs, automate equipment, etc,; in order 
to put into effect the recommendations of the Mission, 

The Mission hae spent auch time amd effort in 
exploratory studies aimed ot supplying increased quantities 
of water for many of Arabia's cities and settled areas, 
In a country which is just learning modern water use and 
conservation, the fact that the Miosion gives final 
approval to well location, worke toward the growth of 
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a Qational Water Progrm, With a very limited supply af 
water and with the demand for it growing constantly, only 
through applying modern techniques can maximum usage be 
obtained, Por FY 58, a greatly expanded test and water 
well drilling progran has been outlined with the SAG 
making a heavy investiment in field equipment, ‘his 
program will be under the technical direction of the 
Chief of the Field Group, Upon this program, the 
growth of Saudi Arabian urban centers and agricultural 
areas largely depends, 

The Mission has spent much time in this Asir region, 


mapping and studying water-potmtial, This area is 
regarded as a possible food producing center for 


Saudi Arabia and effort is being expended to interest the 
Government in its development, Progress is being made with 
a drilling program beginning to function and studies being 
made as to the agricultural resources, Work will continue 
here through Piscal Year 1953, In the Asir, as in the 
other areas where the Miseion works, the program has to 

be extended into a number of years, Basic information 

is lacking and only with its gradual collection, can 
development programs take place, 

The Mission is to undertake a mineral survey in the 
near future, Up to now, the greater part of Western Arabla 
has been unexplored, Its mineral wealth is largely 
conjectural, Iffound, such deposits will enable Saudi 
Arabia to broaden the base of the economy and thus add to 
her stability, The SAG has demonstrated great interest 
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in this program md Mission members will be able to visit 
regions virtually mexplored, This survey necessitates the 
addition of two (2) Geologists to the Pield Staff, As 
Saudi Arabia lacks the native technicians to carry on 

thie work, she is dependent upon foreigners for this 
information, ‘The local Field Group thus supplies this 
need which would sooner or later be met by technicians 
from another nation, ‘The value to our policy is thus 
obvious and represents a strong part of the justification 
for the Group's work,

This Pield Mission, planned for Piscal Year 1953, 
is to advise and assist the SAG in the development and 
improvement of its transportation and communications, 

The main job will be to see that a survey of the railway 
route from Riyadh to Jidda is made which will enable the 
SAG to place bids for the construction of a railroad 
between the two above named cities, Studies and

Saudi Arabia lacks railroade and highways, Her

increased wealth from oil income, the SAG has resolved 
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to construct a transcontinental railway in order to connect 
her northern regions md further the exploitation of their 
agricultural, mineral, and other resources, It is an 
ambitious plan, but should help to unify the country 
politically ad economically, 

The fact that the SAG has requested Amrican aid 
in conducting the railway survey demonstrates her 
confidence in the 7,0,A, program, The Government is aware 
of the great capital cost of the construction project 
and therefore seeks to locate the line where the economic 
possibilities are at their maximum, Hence, it is important 
for the SAG to have this information worked up by 4 
disinterested party, By having the survey conducted 
under 1,0,4, auspices, this aim ought to be achieved, 
The SAG has indicated willingness to bear a fair share 
of the survey's cost, 1,0,4, participation would be 
taken as proof that the Technical Assistance Program is 
capable of providing aid where most needed, and enable 
the whole 7,C,A, program to expand to other fields, 

The planned study of road development is 
fundanental if regional growth and exchange are to 
occur, Pragnented, largely due to the harsh realities 
of her geography, Saudi Arabia neede to build a netewrk 
of roads connecting her cities and also the regions of 
actual and potential agricultural settlement such as the 
Asir, The 1,0,A, Miesion being interested in furthering 
such projects, will seek to aid the SAG plan for future 
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traisportation and coumunication needs, 

T,C,4, assistance will be provided through the 
furnishing of a technical staff md also through bearing 
a share of the cost of the railroad survey, At this date, 
it is not certain as to whether or not a railroad survey 
can be completed in one fiscal year, It seems to be 
likely that technical aid in the general field of 
tremsportation and communications will require two or 
three years to carry out the most basic elements,of 
development in this vital field, SAG interest indicates 
this to be an erea where the host government's contribution 
will increase with time,

The Field Mission of Public Administration and 
Government Services has been in operation in Saudi Arabia 
since July, 1951, functioning under the General Agreement 
and the Project Agreement of September 25, 1951, Its 
purpose is to advise and assist the Saudi Arabian Government 
in the improvement of its currency and the better organigation 
end administration of its financial system, Specific 
objectives relate to: (1) Provision of a plan and 
organigation for the improvenent ad stabilization of 
Saudi Arabian currency; (2) Development of organigation 
and systems to centralize and control the receipts and 
distureements of the Government; (%) Provision of a 
financial planning system for the expenditure of the 
Government's revenues; (4) Improved customs and tariff 
organizations, systems ond regulations; (5) Improved 
systems of accounts and procedures in all Governnent 
Departments; (6) Developmont of a modern system of 
statistic collection and reporting, 
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The Saudi Arabian Government,in Fiscal Year 1952, 
denonstrated increasing cooperation and interest in the 
Project and has accepted and acted in accordmce with 





recommendations of the Mission, While 4 good start has 
been made in the direction of an improved financial 
organization for Saudi Arabia, much remains to be dame, 
Saudi Arabian Government problems increase yearly and 
the urgeney for modernization necessitates continued 
aid on the lines outlined above, 

In the coming year, the staff will be increased 
by an Accountant ond a Statistician to provide expert 
assistance in their fields, These experts, together 
with the present staff of four will give contimed and 
detailed attention to administrative and fiscal problems, 
Following the acceptance of recommendations, it will be 
increasingly necessary that the experte responsible for 
them remain on hand to help with proper installation 6éd 
operation, The need for an expert Accountant is urgent 
as many of the recommendations depend on the growth of 
improved accounting systems, Practically every departe 
ment of the SAG is operating with totally inadequate 
accounting systems, Governnent officials are anxious 
to receive advice and assistance in remedying these 
defects, The Statistician is needed for similar reasons, 
Past and current data on economic, financial, ad 
business operations are either unreliable or nonexistent, 
This raw material for planning is vital to the success 
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of the SAG's program for improved financial management 
in the future, 

The volume of stenographic.clerical.typing work 
has already increased to the point where backelogs exist 
necessitating an addition to the staff, 

Under the terms of the General Agreement and the 
Project Agreement, the SAG provides office space and 
equipment, housing, furnishings, local transportation, 
and support personnel in the form of translators, clerks, 
interpreters, chauffeurs, building maintenance personnel, 
ete, Due to extremely high construction costs, the SAG 
contribution represents a large share of the Project's 
total cost, The estimated contribution of the SAG is 
realistic being based on additional housing and office 
space being supplied for the enlarged staff and support 
services, 

As the SAG grows aware of the nature of ite problems 
in administration and finance, it will tur increasingly, 
as it has in the past, to foreign technicims for guidmece, 
The present Micsion provides this orientation amd thus 
tends to build up a body of practices and aduinistration 
sympathetic to our poliay, It is obvious that meh 
direction, carried out by experts of different persuasion, 
might have results quite in contrast to those now taking 
pla ce, This Mission, potentially one of great moment, 
has already achieved noteworthy changes, It is likely 
that with time, ite influence wll grow oven greater, *

The Field Mission for Agriculture will function 
under the General Agreement and a specific request of 
the SAG for technical assistance, Progran work is 
planned for the following areas: (1) Aid in the 
establishment of demonstration farms; (2) Improvenmt 
of field crops, pasture lands, and livestock; (3) The 
Beginning of an agricultural extension service and 
trainings (4) Provision for technical aid in dealing 
with plent and animal diseases, 

Up to the present time SAG expenditures on 
agricultural development have been small, A number of 
experimental farms and demonstration centers exist wt 
much remains to be done, Saudi Arabia imports the 
greatest part of ite foodstuffs, If the country is to 
gain o greater degree of self-sufficimey in the future 
and also provide a richer diet for her people, much must 
be done in the fields outlined above, 

It is planned that the 10A Mission of experts will 
act as a stimulus to Saudi Arabian agriculture, By

The lend in large part is desert and barren, To 
discover water and learn to use it properly are the first 
steps to be taken, Except for a few oases scattered across 
her vast expanse, little land is cultivated scientifically, 
The Asir has a certain amount of available water and aleo 
good s11 conditions but to date the SAG has demonstrated 
scant interest in its exploitation, The area is a 
potential region for the settlement of some of Arabia's 
wandering tribes, However, great patience and understanding 
would be needed to undertake such a drastic change in 
their way of life, 

The growth of the TCA Agricultural Prograa will 
necessarily be slow due to the primitive state of the 
pastoral-oasis economy, However, its impact can be very 
great, The SAG is interested and willing to contribute , 
with the amount of its contribution probably depending 
on the stimulus provided by the vigor of the TCA program,

One of the proposed projects for FY-55 is that of aerial 
photography to be done in connection with the railroad survey 
and also to supply data for programs in natural resources, 
agriculture, and transportation and communication, The 
— was proposed in the letter of request from the Ministry 
of Finance, March 16, 1952, It proposed to do aerial mapping 
covering 60 one-degree quadrangles in western and northwestern 
Saudi Arabia, Such mapping would provide basic data for water 
development and agriculture, for mineral exploration, for 
location of the proposed railroad from Riyadh to Jidda and for 
the location of roads in regions capable of economic develop- 
ment and to help locate pipeline, dam, and airfield sites, the 
extent of an aerial photography - mosaic compilation program, 
a8 @ pre-condition to a railroad survey and mineral survey, is 
premised on a number of conditions. 


First, as to the geography of the region in question, is 
the fact that Saudi Arabia is roughly one-fifth the total area 
of the United States. Of this area, the eastern section has 
been studied and mapped by the Arabian American 0i1 Company; 
an enormous portion is the great wasteland called "the Empty 
Quarter" which is of interest to geologists as a potential oil 
area; and the southwest is the Asir which has been in part

To collect such information by land survey methods is more 
costly, both as to time and money, and the results would be far 
less satisfactory.

Such studies 
have proven to be of great value as, for example, that done in 
Liberia, 


Aerial photography might well be the first step in survey 
work, With the information thus available, field parties and

Aerial photography and mosaic compilation would thus be 
basic to projects in Transportation and Communication, Agricul-

At this time it is not possible to say what the Saudi 
“Arabian Governnent contribution to this project would be. 
sg there are indications that they would be willing to 


bear a fair share of the costs, They have seen the practical 
results obtained from aerial photography in work carried on by 
the Natural Resources Group and also in the selection of road 
sites in the Hejaz. In the letter of request of the Saudi 
Arabian Government from the Ministry of Finance, noted above, 
they requested & broad project in aerial photography and 
mosaicing. This is indicative of their interest in such a 
project. 


Procedure 


Aerial photography in Saudi Arabia is limited to 
winter months - October ough Pebruary. The segment of 
150,000 square miles could be largely completed in one fiscal 
year. 


Mosaic compilation could begin as soon as the photos 
had been processed, With a compilation unit established in 
Jidda, results could be interpreted and at disposition of field 
parties working at several projects shortly after photography 
had begun.

The following are letters bearing upon the proposed survey: 


1. Brown letter to Johnston, January 25, 1952, speaks 
of aerial photography of 270,000 square miles by a private con- 
tractor on competitive bids with compilation in Saudi Arabia, 
SAG would bear half of the costs. He says area could be mch 
reduced by omitting large parts of Great Nefud. His field 
party could do the ground control and mapping the geology. A 
private contractor would bring in draftsmen and stereoplanograph

He states more information is needed on areas to be 
mapped and excluded; on the minimum acceptable standards of the 
mapping; on the schedule of production required to fulfill the 
purposes for which maps are needed. “These considerations are 
the principle controlling factors in the cost of a mppping project." 
He stresses the value of reconnaissance type waps "in planning for 
esonomic development of virgin territory as in Saudi Arabia, 
although such maps lack the precision that would be required in a 
more developed country.” 


3. Donald M. Baker, Ruscardon - Consultants - January 28, 

1952, to Mr. Kidd of Arabian American 011 Company, re a study of 

ound water resources in Saudi Arabia, Admitting to slight 

wledge of Saudi Arabia, he says he is, however, struck with the 
"almost complete lack of basic hydrologic data, waich is of course 
the backbone of any comprehensive plan for water development of any 
area." Such information can't be developed in @ year or so. "Time 
is a vital clement." He stresses need for knowledge of precipitation 
records, "It seems to me, out of the depth of my ignorance of the 
country, that if there appears to be a future possibility of 
developing irrigated agriculture upon any kind of extensive basis, 
a start should soon be made in securing the basic information upon 
which such development must rest."

My reply somewhat dodged his immediate request, suggesting 
that once the Health project was signed, malaria control 
could be a pert of our general work in this field. Aramoo 
has been doing malaria control work in the area he mentioned, 
and 1t seemed to me his letter was merely an attempt for us 
to take over Aramoo's work. I do not think we should handle 
such matters on a piecemeal basis but should incorporate such 
requests in a general program,
